3. Five hundred and eighty-one funds for various charitable purposes have been 
lodged with us, from time to time, since the “ Charitable Donations and Bequests Act 
(Ireland), 1867,” enabled Trustees to make such voluntary transfers.

6. The vacancy in the office of Junior Counsel to the Board, caused by the resignation, 
of Mr. K. Brereton Barry, q.c., on being called to the Inner Bar, has been filled by the 
appointment of Mr. Daniel F. Browne, Barrister-at-Law. 

7- The Scheme of the St. Leger Aldwortli Endowment for Agricultural and Technical 
Instruction in Newmarket, County Cork, framed by the Educational Endowments 
Commissioners, has, we regret to say, proved unworkable owing to the inadequacy of 
the fund (£9 per annum), and the income has remained unapplied in our hands. 

8. The first application to the Board under the Public Libraries Act, 1894, was made 
by the Trustees of the Clonmel Literary Institute, who applied to us and obtained our 
sanction to the transfer of the premises of the Clonmel Literary Institute to the 
Corporation of Clonmel, to he held by them as a Public Library. 

9. Accounts of the sum voted by Parliament have been regularly furnished by us, in 
accordance with the forms adopted under the direction of the Treasury, and the 
provisions of the “Exchequer and Audit Departments Acts, 18(36 ” ; and our Appro- 
priation Account for the year ended 31st March, 1898, has been certified to be correct 
by the Auditor-General of Public Accounts. 

All which we submit as our Pieport, and in testimony thereof we have caused our 
Corporate Seal to be hereto affixed this 12tli day of July, 1899.
